;ity Is Not Satisfied As To Ability 


To Complete Contract 


10 DAYS GRACE REMAINING 


Commission To Act On Big Job 


During Present Week 


With but one week remaining for 


awarding at the Jones sewer contract 
the city may throw out the seven 
bids received on Saturday, Feb. 23, 
and re-advertise for completion of 
the project. 


Feasibility of such action was ad- 


mitted Saturday by City Manager C. 
A. Bingham after one week investi- 
gation of financial standing of the 
construction companies after the job, 


Under legislation authorizing com- 


pletion of the sewer the city reserved 
the privilege of awarding the con- 
tract or rejecting all bids within 15 
days from date of opening bids. 
March 10 is the lait day to let the 
job."The city has a Tight to reject all 
bids and if companies don't satisfy 
us on their financial standing and 
ability to complete the job we may 
throw out all the

Press.)—One hundred thousand 
of liquor are smuggled into th« Unite* 
States monthly by rum runners of th« 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts, according to 
coast guard officials 
charged with 


preventing the traffic. 


This estimate was given to the 


house appropriations sub-committee 
which drafted the defiency bill report- 
ed Saturday allowing an additional 
$13,853,989 for the coast guard ser- 
vice. 
In testimony before the sub-com- 


mittee February 25, Commander Bool 
of the service, who had made a special 
investigation of rum running activi- 
ties, said: 


"The smugglers' high sea force al 


present consists of 34 steamers, an<] 
132 sailing vessels, ranging; in size 
from 35 tons to 3,000 tons. 
Some of 


these vessels are capable of speeds up 
to 19 knots. 
The majority fly for- 


eign flags. 
The auxiliary crafts for 


making shore contracts consist of sev- 
eral hundred gasoline driven 
craft, 


about 30 per cent of which are good 
"or 25 knots. 
31,000 CASES OF LIQUOR SEIZED 


"With our present force, during the 


past 22 months, we have been able to 
jut out of business, by capture or 
otherwise 153 vessels. 
We have cap- 


tured the equivalent of 31,000 cases 
of liquor and cause to be jettisoned 
under fire an amount estimated . at 
20,000 cases." 


Commander Root said the 
smug- 


friers maintained advance stations at 
St. Johns, Newfoundland. Kt. Pierre, 
Miquelon, the Azores, Bermuda, and 
the Bahamas. 


"The smugglers maintain a bribsry 


fund, he added, "and have a shore oi> 


I ganization for obtaining supplies and 
making contracts."

] 0,000 cases of liquor were shipped 
weekly to Baltimore and New York, 
concealed in cargoes of supar.
